REMARKS 



Reconsideration is respectfully requested in light of the foregoing amendments and 
remarks that follow. 

Claims 1-12 and 14 are pending in the application, with claims 1 and 14 being the 
independent claims. Claim 13 has been canceled. These changes are believed to introduce no 
new matter, and their entry is respectfully requested. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants acknowledge that the Examiner has indicated that claims 1-12 are allowable 
and that claim 13 would be allowable if rewritten. See Office Action, paper no. 5, 1[ 4. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. §101 

The Examiner has rejected claim 13 under 35U.S.C§101as being directed to non- 
statutory subject matter. 

Applicant respectfully submits that this rejection is moot because claim 13 has been 
canceled in the above-entered amendment, hi the interests of furthering prosecution. Applicant 
respectfully submits that claim 14 is believed to be statutory, and that support for claim 14 can be 
found, inter alia, on page 1 1 of the Specification. 

Gonclusion 

All of the stated grounds of objection and rejection have been properly traversed, 
accommodated, or rendered moot. Applicants therefore respectfully request that the Examiner 
reconsider all currently outstanding objections and rejections and that they be withdrawn.
